bloat intellectuals and political thinkers formed instant opinions about the political 
ae^oaoinations, have at boat only the most rudimentary idea of wliat is with them involved, 
none of their consequences or whether or not these serve any special purposes or have had 
any significant influonoo on the c0UT30 of national and international events and, in 
genenJ., are turned off on the subject or consider it (which also moans above all the 
official investigations) a field for nuts or mxiginaal paranoids. 

I can’t oegin in the one page for which you asked to answer these misconceptions. 

Nor can I give you instant insight into wliat I have already published, two sets of vliioh, 
not including FUAKE-UP, of which I enclose tlie non-official reviews, are in the IPS library, 
a gift from me. but I can offer tlie belief that doing coxae thing can serve constructive 
purposes worth the effort and regardless of the perspective with one conditioni that whoever 
might make an effort wonts a decant society. 

My study of these assassinations is, I think, tliu most definitive exposure* of the FBI, 
especially ao it frames those it wants put away or blamed for anytliing. It shows how they 
manufacture evidence, memory-hole wliat is uncongenial to its fascist purposes, defame those 
who feel less than adoration for hoover, even lie to commissions and courts, liad I tho 
legal assistance, there are several cases of undoubted perjury I might have pushed. Next 
week (not again the FBI or DJ), I will be endeavoring to push such a charge in federal 
district court (Gosell f s f 2 p.m., 6/l5), where two other motionc are to be considered. 

While- tho odds ar agai ns t mo because 1 am, perforce, my own "lawyer", I am pressing this 
oaso under 5 U.S.C. 552, the mis-tfiamed "Freodon of Information" Aot. I have others in 
preparation (and meanwhile research, write, correspond and temporarily nursemaid an 
injured wife). Of the loony pos iblo side benefits of these actions can be the casting of 
tlio most serious doubt about any sworn statement by any federal agent or lawyer in or out 
of court, before grand juries, etc. 

There lias always boon tho most powerful pressure against any airing of th*.. fact of the 
asnassinatiojis and their official investigations. For a fahort while we made i. b^uktluxugh, 
ended with Garrison’s irresponsible intrusion, which pre-empted attention arid resulted in 
tho loss of credibility by those doing serious and original— and moanin>^f\fb^-iork. From iny own 
experience, I'd 3ay the pro 3ures against are by far th-. greatest. The attacks by 

the Kew York Tiuus, for example, are far more than they over did before. 

All oi' tho major, syndicated talk shows have aired tho other side, some rcpotitiounly, 
with Percy Foreman, Ransey Clark and possible Buie and llanos. All have refused to permit 
mo to present the other side, under tho "fairness” doctrine. I think a worthwhile purposo 
could be s-.-rved by my making formal demands under this doctrine anil than following repeated 
rejection by going to the FCC. If again rejected, I think there exist rsal possibilities 
of airing tho sup re a sod evidence and tho official records- and the sycophancy of the major 
Media - in court and with possibly productive ends, victory alone not being tho only one. 






I cm witliout income or funds. My debts are about $35,000, and meeting tho regular 
interest is an unending problem.

The shows I know are involved are Cavett (where I presume it is the production 
staff tliat iuodo the decision without consulting him) f Frost, where tho producer told mo to 
approach the individual stations, and Griffin, who se raa to be a special friend of 
Foremans and actually aired him when appeal was pending. 

(Simultaneously, and I think improperly, tho prosecution is covering Tennessee with 
speakers ranging from an investigator to the District Attorney General himself, audiences 
ranging from the most inconsequential "civic" group like the HotardLans to the State Bar, 

..hich was addressed at all its regional meetings and at the annual convention. I have a 
tape of the Lord High Executioner himself presenting withhold evidence, using official 
property and public employees to help, os in projecting slides of what mere mortals or 
writers arc denied — and what violates the privacy lights of tho -^ing family, like tho 
autopsy pictures. All iry requests for opportunity to respond to only that which was 
alleged by t)io prosecution have boon unanswered.) 

On tho regulations, I think there is no doubt I am ontitled to equal opportunity 
to respond on the major shows. They deny it because they have the raw power. Meanwhile, 
there is a move afoot to eLteLnate or niter this doctrine, anti I think what 1 propose nay 
be a major deterant to that if pushed with vigor anti should it get any media attention. 

I hope you car- interest young lawyers in helping. I am reluctant to start pus h i ng 
tho shows unless I con follow up before tho FCC. If there is no alternative, perhaps I 
will be forced to do that, the rdterentive being tlv death of this bo-jk and the enormous 
effort and time that went into it. The publisher ha s arranged no single premotion and 
refuses to, so again, if it is to be done, * must do it. I regrot you Invt* not read tills 
book, so you cannot understand what is really involved and its current relevance to so 
many cases.
